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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

I. Claims 1-12, 18-29 and 35-41, drawn to a toy, system and medium for presenting 
facial expressions, classified in class 463, subclass 31. 

II. Claims 13-17, 30-34 and 42-46, drawn to a system and medium for determining 
whether legitimate information has been downloaded, classified in class 463, 
subclass 43. 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, Invention I has separate utility such as a toy, system or 
medium for presenting facial expressions based upon the play of the game, while Invention II is 
directed to determining whether legitimate information has been downloaded. All combinations 
of Inventions I and II have separate utility from each other invention as shown above with 
respect to Invention I and Invention II. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
